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Well  here  we  are  again.  It’s  a month  before  the  annual  ILNA  convention 
and  we  are  diligently  putting  together  one  of  the  finest  coin  shows  in  the 
Midwest,  along  with  some  of  the  best  dealers  in  the  country.

ROLL  CALL 


President  Steve  Harrison  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  2;06pm.  Also  in  atten- 
dance were  Vice  President  Andrew  Reiber,  Secretary  John  Schikora,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  Steve  Butler,  Governors  Jim  Paicz,  Brian  Jaskierski,  Joyce  Paicz,  Bruce 
Perdue  and  Richard  Prouty.  Bill  Burd,  Kevin  Timmons  and  John  Stankus  each 
had  an  excused  absence. 


PRESIDENT’S  REPORT 


Steve  Harrison  asked  the  Board  if  they  read  the  minutes  from  the  spring  meeting 
which  were  e-mailed  May  5^*^,  and  after  discussion  Andrew  Reiber  motioned  to 
accept  the  minutes  as  read,  seconded  by  Jim  Paicz,  passed  unanimously.  The 
Long  Beach  Convention  in  California  is  running  against  ILNA  for  2017  and 
2018.  ILNA  is  having  difficulty  reserving  an  alternate  date  for  said  years  because 
the  Tinley  Park  Convention  Center  gives  right  of  refusal  to  groups  who  schedule 
multiple  venue  reservations  annually.  It  was  decided  to  seek  out  other  locations 
as  a possible  show  site  to  avoid  running  the  ILNA  show  against  Long  Beach. 


TREASURER’S  REPORT 


Bruce  Perdue  reported  the  financial  statement  which  was  prepared  by  Bill  Burd 
having  shown  a January  balance  of  $88,436  with  revenue  of  $12,835  and  ex- 
pense of  $8838  leaving  a June  30^^  balance  of  $92,433.  Andrew  Reiber  motioned 
to  accept  the  report  as  read,  seconded  by  Jim  Paicz,  passed  unanimously.  Since 
Bruce  will  be  taking  over  the  Treasurers  position,  he  will  open  a P.O.  Box  where 
bourse  applications  and  other  ILNA  payments  can  be  mailed.  John  Schikora  will 
begin  accepting  membership  applications  and  he  will  open  a P.O.  Box  where  all 
applications  and  payments  can  be  mailed. 
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LIBRARY  BOOK  REPORT 


Andrew  Reiber  received  a list  of  books  available  from  Whitman  which  are  avail- 
able at  a 45%  discount;  however,  the  list  received  did  not  include  closeout  titles. 
Steve  Harrison  stated  he  will  contact  Whitman  to  see  if  any  closeout  titles  at  a 
reduced  price  are  being  offered. 


EXECUTIVE  SESSION 


The  Board  went  into  executive  session  from  2:42pm  until  2:50pm. 


BOURSE  CHAIRMAN’S  REPORT 


To  date,  Jim  Paicz  said  115  tables  have  been  sold.  John  Stankus  e-mailed  ILNA 
that  one  school  has  shown  interest  in  attending  the  September  show.  ILNA  will 
be  informed  once  confirmation  has  been  made.  Discussion  was  made  about 
complimentary  tables  at  the  convention  and  it  was  decided  that  only  individuals 
or  groups  with  numismatic  topics  be  allowed  complimentary  tables. 


MEMBERSHIP  REPORT 


Joyce  Paicz  stated  ILNA  currently  has  416  members  consisting  of  149  regular,  126 
youth,  112  life  and  29  club. 


WEBMASTER^S  REPORT 


Bruce  Perdue  is  in  the  process  of  making  the  ILNA  website  device  friendly  so 
the  webpage  will  fit  the  screen  size  of  any  cellphone,  tablet  or  flat  screen  monitor. 
The  device  friendly  process  will  be  installed  after  the  contract  with  Matt  Coyle 
expires  December  3 The  digital  form  of  the  Digest  can  be  posted  online  in  a 
PDF  file  where  ILNA  members  can  view  by  entering  a user  name  and  password. 


OLD  BUSINESS 


The  topic  of  Bourse  Chairman  was  discussed  where  the  Board  of  the  Greater 
Chicago  Coin  and  Currency  Show  (GCCC)  would  run  the  ILNA  Show  for  an 
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annual  fee  of  $5000.  It  was  decided  to  decline  the  GCCC  offer  because  a con- 
flict of  interest  would  ensue  since  two  ILNA  officers  are  on  the  GCCC  Board. 
According  to  the  ILNA  constitution  “No  officer  may  hold  the  position  of  Bourse 
Chairman”  which  was  enacted  in  September  2010.  Bruce  Perdue  then  suggested 
offering  Jim  Paicz  the  $5000  salary  and  to  remain  an  ILNA  Governor  and  not 
move  to  the  Vice  Presidency  in  September.  Steve  Harrison  added  that  Jim  would 
work  the  show  and  not  rent  any  dealer  tables.  After  each  board  member  gave 
their  input,  Jim  agreed  to  the  terms.  Bruce  Perdue  then  motioned  for  the  in- 
crease in  salary  from  $1800  to  $5000  and  not  renting  any  dealer  tables,  seconded 
by  Andrew  Reiber,  passed  unanimously  except  for  Jim  Paicz  who  abstained.  The 
motion  will  take  effect  September  25‘\  2016  with  four  $1250  payments  being 
issued,  one  every  three  months.  The  I.D.  scanner  which  ILNA  purchased  has 
been  returned.  Jim  Paicz  stated  the  scanner  would  not  process  and  store  proper 
information  from  Illinois  ID  s because  Illinois  is  the  only  state  exempt  from  being 
Homeland  Security  compliant.  The  scanner  will  work  with  any  other  state  IDs; 
however,  Illinois  will  not  be  compliant  until  2020. 


NEW  BUSINESS 


John  Schikora  stated  that  Angela  Timmons  would  like  to  have  all  digest  material 
in  hand  by  August  15'^.

Introduction

And  there  is  where  1 found  the  booth 
for  the  Illinois  Numismatic  Association.  I’ve  heard  about  them  before,  and  they 
sounded  great  so  I wanted  to  try  out  for  Youth  Ambassador  position  so  1 may 
spread  the  word  to  help  kids  collect  coins  to  have  a great  and  interesting  hobby 
that  will  be  an  heirloom  for  the  next  generation,  and  sparks  better  communica- 
tion skills,  along  with  learning  more  about  history  and  economics.And  frankly,  1 
do  not  want  this  hobby  to  die  out,  and  become  an  unnoticed  anecdote  in  history, 
1 would  like  people  to  remember  and  participate  in  it.

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Five  Ounces  of  Silver 

By  Mark  Benvenuto 


In  1986,  when  the  United  States  Mint  got  into  the  world- wide  game  of 
producing  silver  bullion  coins,  there  were  already  some  other  players  who 
had  established  themselves,  and  who  were  making  a serious  profit  off  of 
their  sales  of  this  precious  metal.  In  the  past  thirty  years,  the  US.  has 
certainly  caught  up  with  the  other  world  Mints,  and  can  be  proud  of  the 
silver  Eagles  program.  It  is  known  the  world  over.  It  is  collectible  either 
as  regular  issues  or  proofs.  It  has  a rarity  within  it  - meaning  the  1995- 
W.  And  it  uses  a classically  beautiful  image.  But  precisely  because  the 
silver  Eagles  and  several  other  well-known  bullion  coins  have  become  so 
common,  now  might  prove  to  be  an  excellent  time  to  find  out  about  some 
silver  bullion  coins  that  are  perhaps  not  seen  all  that  much,  and  assemble 
them  into  a fistful  of  fun.  Here,  for  our  consideration,  are  five  one-ounce 
silver  bullion  coins  we  may  have  overlooked. 


The  Silver  Irbis 


If  you  have  to  get  out  a map  to  be  sure  of  where  Kazakhstan  is,  well, 
don’t  worry  since  you  are  not  alone.  Many  of  us  still  need  a bit  of  help 
locating  all  of  what  might  be  called  the  “post-Soviet  nations.”  Kazakh- 
stan - the  big  one  in  Central  Asia  - has  drawn  some  attention  to  itself,  at 
least  among  us  in  the  collector  community,  with  the  introduction  of  its 
Irbis  program.  Ihese  bullion  coins  use  the  mountain  snow  leopard  - the 
reclusive  irbis  - as  their  theme  and  main  image.  And  to  put  it  simply, 
they  are  beautiful.  The  patient  collector  will  probably  find  some  at  bigger 
shows.  But  interestingly,  the  National  Bank  of  Kazakhstan  has  a website 
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with  a small  ENG  icon  in  the  upper  right  so  that  it  translates  into  English. 
So  yes,  a person  could  conceivably  purchase  right  from  the  Bank.  Check 
out:  http://www.nationalbank.kz/?docid=29&switch=english,  if  youd  like 
to  look  around  at  the  Irbis  coins  or  any  of  their  other  offerings. 


The  Silver  Angel 


The  Isle  of  Man  is  one  of  those  quirky,  little  locations  in  the  world  where 
those  of  us  looking  in  from  the  outside  often  wonder  just  what  it  is  - a 
state,  province,  or  territory  within  Great  Britain,  or  an  independent 
country  still  associated  with  Great  Britain?  The  confusing,  short  answer 
is;  “yes.”  At  times  the  Isle  acts  independently,  at  times  as  part  of  the  UK. 
What  is  not  confusing  though  is  that  their  silver  Angel  coins  have  made 
a big  impact,  especially  when  we  consider  how  small  a place  they  come 
from.  Silver  Angels  are  certainly  available  as  regular  issues  and  proofs, 
but  of  late,  there  are  even  reverse  proofs  from  which  to  choose.  And 
even  the  latter  are  not  all  that  expensive.  A person  will  find  that  $100  can 
usually  land  one. 

The  Silver  Archangel  Michael 


The  nation  of  Ukraine  is  probably  a lot  more  in  our  collective  minds  right 
now,  since  Russia  went  to  war  with  it  recently  in  order  to  reclaim  parts  of 
it  where  plenty  of  Russians  live.  Perhaps  less  obvious  to  us  is  that  since 
Fall  2016

2011,  Ukraine  has  produced  a series  of  gold  Archangel  Michaels  as  well 
as  a one-ounce  silver  version.  The  National  Bank  of  Ukraine  also  has  a 
website  where  information  about  the  coins  is  available,  including  their 
mintages.  Check  out:  http://www.bank.gov.ua/control/en/,  if  you’d  like 
to  know  more.  Interestingly,  this  site  doesn’t  make  their  purchase  prices 
glaringly  available.  But  once  again,  they  are  probably  priced  between  $25 
and  $100,  as  they  would  not  be  competitive  otherwise. 


The  Silver  Libertad 


Our  southern  neighbor  has  been  producing  silver  for  centuries;  indeed, 
its  mines  and  the  Casa  de  Moneda  in  Mexico  City  changed  the  face  of 
commerce  in  Europe  as  early  as  the  late  1500’s,  and  affected  the  flow  of 
silver  into  the  Empire  of  China  and  the  nations  of  the  Pacific  Rim  up  until 
the  1920’s.  So  it  is  probably  no  surprise  that  there  are  plenty  of  silver 
one- ounce  Libertads  available  for  any  collector  who  searches  for  them. 

As  with  the  other  one- ounce  silver  pieces  we’ve  listed,  the  Libertads  are 
beautiful.  Also,  as  with  several  other  nations’  silver  bullion  programs, 
the  Libertads  have  now  gone  big,  meaning  there  are  plenty  of  options  for 
the  person  who  wants  a coin  that  is  larger  than  a one-ounce  size  in  their 
collection. 


The  Silver  Philharmonic 
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The  city  of  Vienna  isn’t  the  oldest  in  the  world,  or  even  in  Europe,  but  it 
is  a city  with  a long  history  intertwined  with  some  of  the  world’s  greatest 
music  and  most  famous  composers.  One  famous  bit  of  history  related  to 
this  is  that  Mozart  is  said  to  be  buried  in  Vienna,  although  his  grave  site 
was  supposedly  never  marked. 

The  Austrian  one-ounce  pieces  are  “Wiener  Philharmoniker”  coins,  the 
name  being  the  German  version  of  Vienna  Philharmonic.  Issued  since 
2008,  they  have  become  a popular  bullion  coin,  although  sales  appear 
to  be  higher  in  Europe  than  the  U.S.  A neat  aspect  of  being  common 
though  is  that  after  adding  one  to  a collection  a person  could  assemble  a 
date  run  of  them  without  too  much  expense.  It  could  be  fun,  as  this  is  a 
€1.5  denomination  coin,  and  there  aren’t  too  many  of  those  out  there. 


There  are  definitely  more  nations  that  are  now  in  the  silver  bullion  coin 
business  than  the  five  we’ve  just  mentioned.  On  purpose  we  didn’t  put 
Canada,  China,  Australia,  or  the  UK  on  the  list.  Their  coins  tend  to  be 
well  known,  and  widely  collected.  If  you  like  this  idea  of  collecting  one- 
ounce  silver  pieces  though,  and  further  like  the  idea  of  looking  at  coun- 
tries that  produce  them  and  that  have  not  yet  dominated  the  market,  why 
not  do  a bit  of  armchair  globe-trotting?  Using  either  a Krause  catalog  or 
a going  through  series  of  web  searches  will  land  the  interested  person  a 
wealth  of  information.  We’ve  assembled  a fistful  of  silver.  Good  luck  if 
you  try  to  take  it  further  and  double  or  triple  it!

said  of  Abraham  Lincoln  that  over  1,500  books  have  not 


Did  you  know  that  he  did  not  have  a middle  name  (many  people  in  that  era  did 
not)? 


Did  you  know  that  he  was  a member  of  the  political  Whig  Party?  When  the 
party  became  virtually  defunct  in  1856  Lincoln  quit  and  was  nominated  by 
his  Springfield  lawyer  friend  George  Ashmun  for  presidency  in  the  Republican 
Party. 


Did  you  know  that  he  prevented  British  recognition  of  the  Confederacy  by  han- 
dling the  Trent  affair  late  in  1861? 

Did  you  know  that  the  Gettysburg  Address  of  1863  is  one  of  the  most  quoted 
speeches  in  American  history? 

Did  you  know  that  he  was  born  on  a farm  called  Sinking  Spring  in  Hardin  County 
(now  LaRue  County)  Kentucky?  In  1816  the  family  moved  to  Perry  County  (now 
Spencer  County)  Indiana.  In  1830  the  family  settled  on  public  land  in  Macon 
County,  Illinois.  A year  later  they  relocated  to  Coles  County,  Illinois. 

Did  you  know  that  in  1831  he  was  hired  by  a businessman  named  Denton  Offutt 
to  take  goods  by  flatboat  to  New  Orleans  and  was  so  disgusted  by  seeing  slav- 
ery firsthand  - he  walked  back  home? 

Did  you  know  that  the  first  love  of  his  life  (Ann  Rutledge)  died  (probably  from 
typhoid  fever)  before  they  were  formally  engaged? 

In  1840  Lincoln  became  engaged  to  Mary  Todd  (from  Lexington,  Kentucky)  but 
as  the  wedding  approached  in  1841,  the  couple  split?  They  later  met  at  a party 
and  then  married  on  November  4,  1842  in  Springfield,  Illinois. 
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Did  you  know  that  out  of  4 children,  only  Robert  lived  to  adulthood? 

Did  you  know  that  he  is  the  only  president  to  hold  a patent  (for  the  flotation 
device  for  the  movement  of  boats  in  shallow  water)? 

Did  you  know  that  Lincoln's  head  of  security  was  Allan  Pinkerton?  Mr.  Pinker- 
ton discovered  an  assassination  attempt  on  Lincoln  in  Baltimore  while  he  was 
enroute  to  his  inauguration. 

Did  you  know  that  in  the  Revenue  Act  of  1861  he  created  the  first  U.S.  income 
tax? 

Did  you  know  that  in  1862  he  presided  over  the  National  Banking  Act  which  es- 
tablished a national  currency?

Did  you  know  that  in  1864  Lincoln  signed  the  act  that  protected  the  area  later 
called  Yosemite  National  Park? 

Did  you  know  that  Lincoln's  bodyguard,  John  Parker,  left  Ford's  Theater  during 
intermission  to  join  Lincoln's  coachman  for  drinks  in  the  Star  Saloon  next  door? 

Did  you  know  that  the  Lincoln  died  at  7:22  a.m.?  Secretary  of  War  Edwin  Stan- 
ton saluted  and  said,  "Now  he  belongs  to  the  ages." 

Did  you  know  that  the  dedication  of  the  Lincoln  Memorial  in  the  Mall  in  Wash- 
ington was  in  1909? 

Did  you  know  that  in  1987  there  were  4.3  million  visitors  to  the  Lincoln  Memori- 
al in  Washington?  Did  you  know  that  a 2004  study  found  that  scholars  in  history 
and  politics  ranked  Lincoln  number  one,  while  legal  scholars  place  him  second 
(after  Washington)? 

Did  you  know  that  Lincoln  cents  from  1909  - 1942  consists  of  bronze  (95%  cop- 
per, 5%  tin  and  zinc)? 


Did  you  know  that  in  1943  the  Lincoln  cent  was  zinc-coated  steel? 
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Did  you  know  that  from  1944  - 1981  Lincoln  cents  consist  of  brass  (95%  copper, 
5%  zinc)? 

Did  you  know  that  in  1974  the  mint  experimented  in  an  aluminum  variety  (test 
strikes  only,  not  circulated)? 

Did  you  know  that  from  1982  - present  the  Lincoln  cent  consists  of  97.5%  zinc, 
2.5%  copper? 

Did  you  know  that  the  Lincoln  cent  designer  (Victor  David  Brenner)  was  born  in 
Lithuania? 

Did  you  know  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  (Franklin  MacVeagh)  gave  his 
approval  on  July  14, 1909  to  release  the  Lincoln  cent  (less  than  three  weeks 
later,  on  August  2,  the  new  coin  was  released  to  the  public)? 

Did  you  know  that  in  1909  the  U.S.  had  six  different  cents  (thel909  and  1909-S 
Indian  Head  cents,  and  four  Lincoln  coins:  1909  VDB,  1909-S  VDB,  1909  and 
1909-S)? 

Did  you  know  that  the  assistant  engraver  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  Frank 
Gasparro,  designed  the  new  reverse  for  the  Lincoln  cent  (to  commemorate  the 
150th  birthday)? 

Did  you  know  that  the  Lincoln  Memorial  (on  the  reverse)  is  shown  in  sufficient 
detail  to  discern  the  statue  of  Lincoln? 

Did  you  know  that  until  1999  Lincoln  is  the  only  person  to  be  depicted  on  both 
sides  of  a coin  (in  1999  the  New  Jersey  state  quarter  depicts  George  Washing- 
ton on  both  sides)? 

Did  you  know  that  swallowing  a penny  (which  is  97.5%  zinc)  is  toxic  and  can 
cause  damage  to  the  stomach  lining?  (It  is  usually  fatal  in  dogs  and  parrots). 

Did  you  know  that  there  is  a regulation  criminalizing  the  melting  of  pennies  (US 
Department  of  the  Treasury,  December  14,  2006)?
